Group I, claim(s) 1-32, drawn to a method for analyzing adducts. 

Group II, claim(s) 33-44 and 49, drawn to a method of making a standard material. 

Group III, claims (s) 45 and 50, drawn to a product, specifically a compound. 

Group IV, claims (s) 47, drawn to a product, specifically a container. 

Group V, claims(s) 51 , drawn to a product, specifically an apparatus for performing a 

method. 

Group VI, clams (s) 52, drawn to a product, specifically a computer program. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I to Group VI do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

3. A method for analyzing adducts, the method of making a standard, a compound 
a container, an apparatus for performing a method for analyzing adducts and a 
computer for performing a method do not relate a single inventive entity. The methods 
are old and well known as disclosed by Rydberg et al, Applicability of a Modified Edman 
Procedure for Measurement of Protein Adducts: Phenylthiohydantoins, Chem Res 
Toxicol, 2002, Vol 15, p 570-581 . Furthermore the products for performing the method 
as disclosed is old and well known in the art disclosed by Carmella et al, Ethylation and 
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methylation of hemoglobin in smokers and non-smokers', Carcinogenesis, 2002, Vol 23, 
No 11, p 1903-1910. The compounds as claimed are old and well known in the art and 
can be found in the document Kawauchi et al, Reaction of fluorescein-isothiocyanate 
with proteins and amino acids III. Syntheses oftrifluoroacetic acid salts of fluorescein- 
thiohydantoin amino acids and their spectrometric studies, Agricultural and Biological 
Chemistry, 1971, 35(2), p 150-157. Therefore, the method and product as claimed do 
not contain a special technical feature and the groups do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept.
